EAST JORDAN .- Picketing resumed 
at one of the school buildings here 
Tuesday. ‘But it wasn’t a striking or 
protesting employee. The tone picketer 
was Mike Burr, a member of the 
K.I.D.S. group which is promoting a 
“yes'’ vote for the school millage 
election Monday. ; 


Burr, dressed in a snowmobile suit, , 


braved the season’s first winter storm to 
carry his ‘'vote yes’’ sign while parents 
were coming to the school for teacher 
conferences. 


Despite three previoisly unsuccessful 
attempts to raise the school tax rate this 
year, Burr feels confident Monday's 
effort will be successful. 


‘‘Nobody worked as hard on the other 
elections,’’ he. said. '‘A lot of people 
have changed their attitudes. They’re 


-hot going to vote a grudge. They’re 


' distributing 


going to worry about taking care of 
grudges after the election.”’ 

Burr is just one of a large group 
calling itself K.1.D.S—for Kids’ Interest 
Deserve Support. 

The group has been going to club 
meetings to coffee klatches and on a 
door-to-door canvass in an attempt to 
distribute election information to as 
many voters as possible. 

They are even holding a spaghetti 
supper from S$ to 7 p.m. Thursday, Dec. 
4, at the elementary school. Besides 
serving spaghetti, the group will be 
information sheets and 
answering questions about school fi- 
nancial needs.

Banking and savings and loan 
institutions will be making a number of 
changes after the first of the year but 
local officials seem in agreement that 
the changes bring a mixed bag of good 
and bad for the consumer. 

Starting Jan. | the initial phase of 
the Federal] Depository Institution Dere- 
gulatton and Monetary Control Acts 
goes into effect. With savings and toan 
institutions able to offer checking 
accounts, and banks and S&Ls both able 
to pay interest on those accounts at a 
maximum of 5.25 percent, annually, 
these changes will directly or indirectly 
affect everyone. 

While the initial changes in the 
industry appear to mean more money 
for the consumer in the form of interest 
on checking accounts and market- 
determined interest rates for six-month 
and 30-month deposits, in reality what it 
may mean to the consumer is more 
services but at a cost to that consumer. 

The money paid on the new NOW 
(Negotiable Order of Withdrawal) ac 
counts and on other interest earning 
services may result in higher rates on 
loans. Loan money is tight and added to 
the higher loan'rates will be the expense 
of maintaining new services and 
keeping track of the ‘‘deregulation 
regulations,” 

While the new NOW accounts will 
offer interest on checking accounts most 
financial officers seem to fee! that the 
change doesn't really encourage 
savings. What will happen is that those 
who can qualify for the minimum 
balance will earn interest. 

Gordon Wellman, president of the 
Charlevoix County State Bank said he 
views the changes in the industry with 
‘‘mixed emotion.”' '‘We don't know (if 
the change is for the good) because the 
laws and interpretations are changing 
daily,"’ Wellman said. 

Wellman went on to say, “We've 
always been quite heavily regulated and

Local banks, S&L's reveal plans 


in the last four years it has gotten much 
worse. Almost every week there is 
something new. They are passing a 
bunch of these: laws in the guise of 
consumer protection, but the consumer 
is going to pay the freight," he 
concluded. 

Changes at the Charlevoix County 
State Bank include the new NOW 
account which will tentatively carry a 
$750 minimum balance. Mike Zinn, 
assistant cashier, indicated that the 
bank would be encouraging its 
customers to close out their current 
automatic transfer accounts which 
require a $1750 minimum balance. Zinn 
said that the current accounts are much 
more time consuming and require more 
bank work. The new NOW accounts will 
be easier for the bank and the 
consumer, 

When asked about the changes in 
banking Lou Hollow. president of First 
State Bank in Charlevoix said. ‘It is the 
old good news, bad news story. On the 
surface 1t looks great but it can do more 
harm for the person who can least afford 
it. 

Hollow indicated that on the NOW 
accounts alone, the bank would have an 
additional cost of $54,000 a vear in 
interest. Someone is going to have to 
pay for that. 

The most readily noticeable ehange 
Jan. J will be at savings and loan 
institutions. They will have a new 
service to offer in the form of the NOW 
account. The difference between the 
NOW accounts at banks and savings 
and loans will be the minimum balance. 

Vice-president of Lakewood Savings 
and Loan, Randy Lightfoot, said, 
Banks and S&Ls will pay the same 
interest on NOW accounts, but we only 
have to maintain a $300 balance (at 


Lakewood)."' 
At Northwestern State Bank in East 
Jordan, Chuck McDowell, — chief 


executive officer and chairman of the 
board, said they would be offering a 
Check-Save NOW Account with an 


_ specialty.”

average daily balance of $1,000, 
Asked about the remaining dif- 
ferences between the banks and savings 


and loans. McDowell said. *‘You are 
better insured with bank insurance. 
We're more funded. And we have 


broader markets that we can go to tor 
borrowing purposes,” 

First National Bank and Trust will be 
offering their NOW account with a 
minimum of $1,000 balance or a $2,000 
average balance. Steve Woodcock, as 
sistant cashier at the Bovne City office, 
said he felt that service was one of the 
important factors for consumers to 
consider when comparing institutions. 

“We're a full service bank. It is 
important to look at all the services. We 
offer a variety of checking accounts and 
a variety of loans. We have full time 
trust services and Christmas Club.’ 

Woodwock went on to say that ‘Most 
banks in this area offer credit cards 
through another bank. We are a card 
issuing bank and we offer both Master 
Charge and VISA," 

Asked about the ‘‘deregulation.”’ 
Arch Wright. president of Lakewood 
Savings and Loan said. ‘'Deregulation 
is a gross misnomer. Nobody should be 
led to believe this is deregulation. The 
sense in which it is called deregula- 
tion is that over a period of vears banks 
and savings and loans will become more 
and more alike.” 

Wright indicated that the industry is 
as regulated as every other industry. 
and echoing the feelings of Gordon 
Wellman, said that there are new and 
constant changes in regulations and 
rules, 

The housing industry appears to be 
the industry which may suffer greatest 
from the changes. As consumers 
receive more for their funds, borrowers 
will begin to pay more for their loans 
and savings and loans won't be dealing 
as heavily in housing loans. 

Wellman commented: ‘Experts are 
saying that the new powers of the thrift 
institutions could hurt mortgage 
lending.’ Arch Wright agreed, saying, 
“Savings and loans historically sup- 
ported the housing industry with mort- 


gages. As we take these away, the 
housing industry is getting in big 
trouble.’ 


The current Kiplinger Washington 
Letter points out, '"Home financing will 
change considerably in the next few 
years. Savings and loans are going to be 
restructured...more like banks. They 
won't be dealing as heavily in housing 
loans, nor as exclusively. Housing will 
need to find new pools of money to 
keep growing and meet rising de- 
mands...or -live with less and risk 
stunting of growth.” 

One dissenting voice in the area 


comes from Dick Moreford, spokesman — 


for First’ Family Federal Savings and 
Loan who feels the changes wil! be a 
‘good thing in the long run. More 
competition is going to result from the 
changes and we fee! it will be better for 
the consumer.’ 

Asked about the housing industry 
problems Moreford said, ‘‘We hope it 


won't cause a problem for the housing 


industry. Housing loans are our

In the past. week, the latest in a 
series of disconcerting events leaves 
us wondering. Last Friday, the day 
after Thanksgiving, less than 70

‘had been warned by teachers 
meant that the day wouldn't count as 
an official day of school, 

Then on Tuesday, there was the 
announcement of the completion of a 
school board recall drive. 

What is particularly unfortunate is 

the timing of these events, shortly 
before next Monday’s millage elec- 
tion, 
- Despite three previous millage 
defeats and a teachers’ strike, it 
appeared that a citizens’ group (not 
closely aligned with teachers or 
school board) was making some 
headway in getting people to see 
through all the smoke. 

Their basic point was (and still is) 


simple - the cash equivalent of seven. 


mills have already been cut out of the 
school budget because of declining 
‘enrollment and declining state aid. 
After two years without millage 
increases a 2.8 mill hike is not an 
unreasonable request. 

The group, which calls itself 
K..LD.S. (for Kids Interests Deserve 
Support), is walking a very thin line, 
realizing that the teachers, the 


school board and administration are 
all somewhat controversial. : 

ommunication and credibility 
problems can and should be ad- 
dressed later, the KIDS group says, 
but meanwhile don’t use your mill- 
age vote to protest past problems. It 
will only compound them. 


We think it is high time that all of 
the various parties - voters, school 
board, teachers and administrators - 


swallow their pride and bury the 
hatchet. 


So far there has been no sign that 
this is happening. There is still no 
teachers’ contract, and the conflict 
keeps getting worse. 

Since the strike ended, the board 
has angered teachers and some 
citizens by issuing an_ ill-timed 
position paper on negotiations, 
communicating poorly at the annual 
budget hearing, and by attempting 
to force school attendance on the day 
after Thanksgiving. 


The teachers have angered the 
board and citizens by their public 
hassling of the board via school 
board meetings, letters to the editor, 
lighted signs at their union office, 
and even behind the scenes assis- 
tance on the board recall effort. 

‘Public discussion of issues is all 
well and good, but the East Jordan 


situation has gone far beyond the 
constructive stage. The recall drive - 
started during the strike to support 
the teachers’ request for binding 
arbitration - seems especially vindic- 
tive now that binding arbitration has 
been granted. 

The continuing public criticism of 
the board by teachers seems vindic- 
tive. 

The board’s decision ‘to hold 
school on the day after Thanksgiving 
seems vindictive after the superin- 
tendent had testified in court that it 
was a poor idea, 

Enough is enough! 

The kids are being caught in the 
middle of political bickering. All 
sides should admit that their major 
problem is that they aren’t commun- 
cating too well with each other. 

But all the dissenting parties can 
agree on one thing. The board 
president, the teachers association 
president and the leader of the recall 
drive all agree that more money is 
needed to provide a decent education 
for East Jordan students. They are 
all in favor of a ‘‘yes’’ vote in 
Monday's millage election. They all 
agree that the kids shouldn’t be the 
victims of an unfortunate political 


- struggle. 


And if a ‘‘yes’’ vote is accom- 
plished, proper attention can then be 
devoted to solving some of the other 
problems of the school system. 

We agree.

Don’t chiecit kids - education 


Editor, 

The people of East Jordan are once 
again faced with a critical decision— 
whether to approve a 2.8 mill increase 
and support the effort to provide quality 
education, or to reject the millage and 
allow the school] system to continue its 
slide toward disaster. 

In difficult economic times a certain 
amount of belt-tightening is necessary. 
But the object should be to bite the 
bullet, not eat lead. 


Just so much can be cut from 
educational programs before they lose 
their effectiveness, leaving a meaning- 
less facade of education with no 
substance to it. 

Budget cuts of programs and per- 
sonnel have already plunged the quality 
of education below acceptable levels, 
and further threatened cuts would 
reduce the East Jordan schools to a 
mockery of good education. East Jordan 
would possess an educational institu- 
tion in name only. 


If the people of the community are to 
be expected to make the necessary 
financial sacrifice to save the schools, 


they must understand the potential 


benefits of their support. It is essential 
to emphasize the importance of educa- 
tion, not only to the children involved, 
but to the community as a whole. 


A child’s mind, with the potential it 
holds, is the most precious resource in 
the world. The process of refining this 
resource, guiding the development of 
its potential, is what education is all 
about. 

Education provides the foundation, 
the underlying basic structure, upon 
which later experience will be added to 
form an individual’s knowledge and 
understanding of himself and the world 


_ around him. The strength of this 


foundation may well determine if a 
person is a success of a-failure in life. 

In an increasingly complex world, the 
old standards of ‘‘readin’, ‘ritin’ and 
‘rithmetic,’’ though still essential, are 
no longer enough. 

Modern education must. provide a 
broad background of information to help 
prepare children for survival in a 
fast-paced computer-age society. It 
must help them acquire the skills 
necessary to competently “face new 
experiences and make the difficult 
decisions of adult life. 

Marriage and family, college, career, 
political decisions, personal ideals and 
commitments—these are but a few of 
the matters children must be capable of 
dealing with if they are to success- 
fully assume their adult roles in society. 

Today’s children are our legacy to the 
future, and the only hope for a better 
world lies in their dreams, their goals, 
their abilities, and their accomplish- 
ments. 


Whether they turn out to be the 
successes—the leaders and creators, 
the productive members of society— 
or the failures—the welfare recipients, 
the alienated and the social mis- 
fits—depends largely upon the start we 
provide for them. 


To deny our children a quality 
education is to risk sending them out 
into a brutally competitive world with- 
out the necessary tools for success. 


It is a tragic fact that, as the situation 
exists now, the children of East Jordan 
are being cheated out of the quality 
education they need. 

Passing the millage wil] not solve all 
of the problems of the East Jotdan 
school district.

Time to support Front St.

Doesn't this make 
sense? It will also help the developers 
with their design problems. 

I think it is high time for Mr. Loding

The fallout from this project will help 
every business in the community as well 
as the city itself.

The small financial sacrifice required 
to keep the schools afloat is far 
outweighed by the potential benefits of 
quality education for everyone in the 
East Jordan community. 

As members of society we all share in 
the successes and the failures of our 
social institutions. If we fet the schools 
fail our children by refusing to pay the 
price for their success now, we will

Roast pork with apple cider 


This is the time for fresh pork. Thére 


_ are lots of good pork cuts at the 
supermarket now, including loin roasts, ~ 


boneless fresh hams and chops at prices 
that are better than they have been for 
some time. 

Of course at this time of the year pork 
is at tts best for quality and flavor. The 
old-fashioned butchering time and our 
crisp northern air really’ gives us: an 
appetite for real energy food like this. 

Janet Waldner, the Boyne City public 
librarian, gave me this recipe for roast 
pork. Janet is a creative cook, always 
trying new ways to prepare tasty meals 
for her family and likes to use lots of 
different herbs and seasonings using 
very little salt. This is a way Janet fixes 

ROAST PORK WITH APPLE CIDER 

Put the roast, (she recommends a 
fresh ham) in a roasting pan and place 
it in a cold oven. Then heat at low 
temperature for one-half hour to get 
enough fat in the pan so it won't stick to 
the bottom of the pan. Then she turns 
up the heat to about 450 degrees to 
brown the roast. Season to taste with 
salt and pepper (Janet does not use any 
salt). 

When it is golden brown, add apple 
cider to the pan to about one inch in 
depth and roast uncovered at 325 
degrees until tender, adding a little 


more cider during the roasting process 
if necessary.

if using a meat thermometer. This will 
take a couple of hours. 
Remove roast to a hot platter and set 


in a warm place while you make the 
gravy. Janet adds some cranberry sauce 
to the liquid in the pan, thickens it with 
corn starch, and dissolved in a little’ 
water—a delicious sweet and sour 
sauce. She also serves cranberries with 
the roast, which is a hice change from 
regular applesauce. 

Just imagine the fragrance coming 
from your kitchen while this is roasting! 
It would make a delicious Christmas 
dinner in place of the turkey for a small 
family. Janet says this roast is also 
delicious sliced cold for sandwiches and 
snacks.

BOYNE CITY - Before the season 
starts, many coaches try to sound 
non-commital when they are asked to 
predict how their team will do.
